■ jnsible for the acceptance of 
V ^iroperly packed parcels. 
They cannot t h e r e f o r e be 
blamed for following out or­ 
ders issued by the Post Office 
Department. They are instructed 
to ascertain the contents of the 
parcel and the way it has been 
packed. This protection for t h e 
sender as well as for Uncle Sam, 
for some articles and substances 
| are 
unmailable 
in any 
form, 
either because they are poisonous 
or explosive or are banned 
by 
law from postal service. Other ar­ 
ticles are permitted mailing priv­ 
ileges, if properly packed, such as 
certain liquids, oils, paints and 
laboratory specimens; so patrons 
of the postoffices should not crit­ 
icize the clerk for being inquisi- 
I tte e w^en he takes a parcel. He 
H E lonly doing what is required 
l o t him. 
Articles of a fragile or break­ 
able nature must be well packed 
on all sides with cushioning ma­ 
terial and placed in a stout dou­ 
ble corrugated cardboard box se­ 
curely wrapped and tied. By dou­ 
ble corrugated cardboard box is 
'm eant cardboard that is not sol­ 
id, but is cardboard on both sides 
f a corrugation of the same ma- 
crial.

Buying The Holiday Bird 


Cy Katherine Fisher

Poultry, believe it or not. has changed as the years have gone by. 
Fancy and choice turkeys, ducks, and chickens, both fresh and frozen, 
are now being branded by national meat packers. A tag or sticker bearing 
the packer’s name identifies these quality birds, sb a«k about them when 
you market. In buying these you pay so much per pound for the full 
weight of the dressed bird—th at is. including head, feet, and giblets. 


Vou should know, too, of the quick-frosted, fully drav.n poultry that 
is steadily gaining in favor, and rightly so Tender, plump turkeys, ducks, 
and chickens, selected for quality, are completely dressed and fully drawn 
(even the pin-feathers are removed), all ready for stuffing Then each 
bird, with the giblets wrapped separately and placed inside the body of 
the bird, is wrapped, labeled with the drawn weight, and quickly frozen 
at a very low temperature that seals in its original choice llavor, fresh­ 
ness, and food value. When you buy it, it is still solid, and you have only 
to thaw it, by the manufacturer’s directions; then stuff 


Just a word about the price of these birds. When 
you buy dressed poultry, you pay for head and feet 
as well as other waste material. The quick-frozen, 
fully drawn birds have no waste material, and they 
are also fully cleaned. Consequently their cost is 
adjusted to this convenience. 


You can now buy turkeys as small as 7 lbs. in 
weight, so don’t pass up ttirkey for the holidays just 
because yours is a small family 


How Big Should The Bird Be? 
Turkeys: ‘4 to % lb. of dressed turkey (before 
head, feet and giblets are removed) is a fair allow­ 
ance per person. For example, a 15-lb. dressed turkey 
provides about 20 servings. But when you’re counting 
noses, don’t forget to allow for second servings. 


Chicken or Capon: With birds of 3>.4 lbs. or over, allow about 'a lb. 
to % lb of dressed meat per person. For example, a 4-lb. to 5-lb. bird 
serves about 0. As for less weighty chickens, a 2 '4-lb bird serves 2 to 
3 persons. 
Duck: Unfortunately for those who love duck, the proportion of 
meat to bone is small. So don’t count on more than 3 generous servings 
or 4 average servings from a 5-lb. duck. 


Goose: A 9-lb. goose serves about 6. 


How Much Stuffing Will It Need? 
1 agree with you, it is a nuisance to get your stuffing all made only 
to find that you haven’t enough. While we have no hard-and-fast guide 
to offer you, we took careful notes in stuffing the crop and body cavities 
of numerous birds, using our Plain Bread Stuffing Here they are: 


For drawn turkey: (minus head, feet and giblets) we averaged 114 c. 
to 114 c. of day-old bread crumbs, measured loosely, for each pound of 
drawn turkey. For example, a 7-lb drawn turkey took 12 c. crumbs; a 
12-lb. drawn turkey 16 c ; and a 15-lb. drawn turkey took 18 c. 


For drawn chicken we averaged about 2 c of day-old bread crumbs, 
measured loosely, for each pound of drawn chicken. For drawn capon we 
averaged 8 c. of day-old bread crumbs, measured loose[y, for a 7-lb. bird. 


By the way, getting dinner will be easier for you if you stuff and 
truss the bird the day before. If there’s any stuffing left over, just tuck 
it in a covered casserole and bake it with the bird for the last hour.

Some Truths About 
Vacuum Cleaners

“But, Mary, not on my oriental,” 1 heard a neighbor say to her new 
maid. 
I stopped in amazement. Can it be, I thought, that women still 
m istrust the safety of the vacuum cleaner on their expensive rugs and 
carpets? Unfortunately, yes! And yet for years we at Good Housekeep­ 
ing Institute have known that a good vacuum cleaner actually prolongs 
the life of rugs and carpets by removing deeply embedded grit. It has 
been proved without a question of doubt that hours of use of a cleaner 
approximating many, many years did no harm whatsoever to rugs and 
carpets. 
Perhaps the laige amount of fluff or lint which 
comes from rugs, particularly new ones, is partly 
responsible for the fear some women have of using 
a cleaner. As a matter of fact, all pile rugs will shed 
fluff or lint—cut-off nap or shearings, the carpet 
manufacturer calls it—especially when first cleaned. 
This will have no effect on the wearing qualities; it 
is nothing but the accumulation of short, small wool 
particles inherent in the spinning of the yam and 
the weaving and finishing of the pile. Certainly the 
vacuum cleaner will remove it. It should be removed 
—and the quicker the better—to prevent it from 
matting and working its way down to the bottom 
of the pile, carrying the dirt with it.

I have been wondering for some time, and perhaps 
you may have wondered, too, just how effectively you 
are cleaning when you use a machine which is, let us say, five or six years 
old. As a check I put the question straight to our Institute engineers and 
to vacuum-cleaner manufacturers as well. I found that if a good cleaner 
has had reasonable care, the drop in cleaning efficiency should be slight. 


We are often asked to tell what we consider the best way to use a 
vacuum cleaner. We believe that rugs and carpets in rooms used con­ 
stantly should be cleaned every day. If the nozzle is properly adjusted, it 
is not necessary to go over the surface of a rug more than twice to remove 
threads, hair, and other litter on the top of the rug, as well as the dirt 
and grit in the pile. Five minutes a day spent on a rug is far better for 
it than fifteen minutes twice a week. The reason is plain enough. Get 
the dirt while it is still on the surface, and do not wait until several days 
of walking on the rug have tramped it down into the pile. Run the cleaner 
at moderate speed, just a little slower than you usually walk, and get 
into the habit of standing erect as you work. Avoid quick jerky strokes. 
They merely use up your energy and contribute little to your cleaning. 
If you have a maid, take the time to teach her these points about vacuum 
cleaning. She will take more pride in keeping your house clean. 


Now with the dirt “in the bag”, the next step is disposing of it. 
Emptying a cleaner bag is a dusty, unpleasant business, but it must be 
done every time the cleaner is used. (We all cheat a little, of course.) 
Not just a casual emptying of the contents, but a thorough brushing and 
gentle but persistent shaking of the bag. We often use a “brush” made 
o f sponge rubber instead of a whisk broom, as it holds the dust and dirt 
ind is so easy to wash out afterward. Manufacturers are well aware of 
lie disagreeableness of this job. Several of them have already devised 
chemes for lessening the unpleasantness of getting rid of the dust. 
1 (jt the problem is a real one and one not easy to solve. Just as soon as 
is possible for them to give us more convenience in cleaners, you may 
; sure we shall have it.

Nevertheless, they are all hope­ 
ful of eventual cure. They have 
the best of food and fresh air, 
rest and expert m edical and n urs­ 
ing attention. T hey develop the 
quality of patience, and look for­ 
w ard to the tim e w hen they can 
w alk out cured. In the m ean­ 
time, they w ait and take ad v an t­ 
age of the care they receive. 
M any of them would like to tell 
us fortunates on the outside how 
we can avoid a sim ilar m isfor­ 
tune. They have a message for 
us, 
even though 
they do 
not 
speak. 
T heir message is the C hristm as 
Seal, the national standard and 
em blem adopted by the arm y of 
tuberculosis fighters. The Seal is 
leading them to victory, hard as 
the battle m ay be. 
The Seal grew out of the de­ 
sire of a Miss Em ily Bissell to 
m aintain a tuberculosis hospital 
of 8 beds in W ilmington, D ela­ 
w are. This was in 1907. She con­ 
ceived the idea, after reading an 
article by Jacob A. Riis about the 
N orwegian Xmas seal, w hich he 
saw on the back of a letter th at 
he had received from a friend 
there. 
An artist drew a design for her, 
and she sold S3000 w orth of seals. 
In 1907 a nationw ide sale was 
made, w ith the aid of the Red 
Cross and w om en's clubs. This 
sale netted $135,000. Sales con­ 
tinued every year, and during 
1920 over $4.000.000 was sold.
